THE  PEACE  OF  GOD. 

It  IS  no  difficult  matter  to  attain  the  peace  of 
G(k1,  when  cast  down  by  a  suitable  apprehen¬ 
sion  of  sin  and  wrath,  if  it  is  sought  in  the  way 
the  gospel  directs.  If  not,  it  is  impossible.  No 
one  who  remains  unregenerate,  worldly-minded, 
anti  indisposed  to  the  grace  of  repentance;  what¬ 
ever  desires  may  be  expressed  for  salva¬ 
tion,  or  partial  amendments  may  be  made,  the 
whole  soul  is  not  turned  to  God,  and  every  en¬ 
deavour  after  true  and  permanent  peace  will 
prove  unavailing. 

The  only  reason,  or  a  very  prevailing  one 
why  many  who  are  truly  converted,  are  long 
in  securing  »eacc,  is  because  they  endeavour  to 
build  their  Jaith  upon  their  luor/cs;  and  judge  of 
t\\t\r  justification^  by  the  measure  of  their  .sanc¬ 
tification.  This  is  reversing  the  order  of  things. 
The  penitent  sinner  should  not  enter  upon  works 
in  order  that  he  may  have  a  well-grounded  as¬ 
surance  of  acceptance  with  God;  this  is  to  seek 
after  peace  by  the  works  of  the  law,  but  he 
should  go  directly  to  Jesus  Christ  and  receive  it 
at  his  hands  as  a  free  gift,  not  to  be  purchased, 
but  accepted  of  grace.  After  this,  works  will 
follow  from  a  true  faith,  as  naturally  as  a  good 
tree  will  bear  good  fruit.  The  branch  is  now 
engrafted  upon  the  true  vine,  and  the  same  re¬ 
maining  in  him,  bringeth  forth  much  fruit.  He 
who  is  in  this  state  is  born  of  God,  and  will  ac¬ 
knowledge  that  all  the  measure  of  good  he  finds 
in  himself  is  derived  immediately  from  Jesus 
Christ.  It  is  his  faith  derived  from  Christ  which 
gives  him  power  over  sin,  and  victory  over  the 
world,  lie  feels  a  strength  and  influence  which  I 
is  not  his  own,  and  by  which  he  can  do  all  things. 
The  communication  of  his  faith,  has  become  ef- 1 
fectual,  by  the  acknowledging  of  every  good 
thing,  which  is  in  him,  to  be  by  Jesus  Christ.  ' 
The  faith  of  the  gospel  looks  to  the  perfect 
redemption  which  there  is  in  Jesus  Christ,  and 
to  that  righteousness,  whereby  he  has  fulfilled 
ant)  satisfied  the  law,  in  his  obedience  and  suf¬ 
fering.  It  is  in  looking  here,  the  soul  rejoices 
in  free  justification,  and  the  pardon  of  all  its 
•ins;  hence  it  derives  that  peace,  which  passeth 
understanding.  The  sinner  now  relies  upon  the 
merits  of  the  Redeemer,  and  is  delivered  from 
the  burden  of  his  guilt,  feels  no  longer  any  ap¬ 
prehension  of  the  wrath  of  God,  and  final  con¬ 
demnation.  The  spirit  of  bondage  and  of  fear 
is  taken  away,  and  because  he  is  a  son,  God 
hath  sent  forth  the  spirit  of  his  Son  into  his  heart, 
enabling  him  to  cry,  Abba  Father.  A  great 
change  is  effected  in  him,  his  body  has  become 
a  habitation  of  God  through  the  Spirit:  he  has  free 
and  ready  access  to  God,  with  filial  liberty  as 
unto  a  reconciled  Father:  and  he  can  ask  in  full 
confidence  of  being  heard,  for  the  supply  of  his 
temporal  and  spiritual  wants. 

It  is  true  all  this  confidence  is  accompanied 
with  many  trials.  His  path-way  to  glory,  lies 
through  the  world,  which  is  a  moral  wilderness 
in  which  he  is  exposed  to  danger.  Many  are 
the  afflictions  of  the  righteous,  yet  he  finds  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  a  refuge  from  the  storm,  and  a 
covert  from  the  tempest.  His  sufferings  are  not 
lamented,  for  by  these  he  is  conformed  to  his 
Saviour.  He  rejoices  in  tribulation  also,  know¬ 
ing  that  his  tribulation  worketh  patience,  and 
patience  experience,  and  experience  hope. 

Reader!  hast  thou  found  this  peace?  It  is  the 
pearl  of  great  price:  and  of  more  worth  than 
all  the  world  besides.  Regard  it  as  a  special 
legacy,  bequeathed  thee  by  thy  dying  Lord,  and 
•how  forth  thy  estimation  of  its. value,  by  a  life 
consecrated  to  his  service. 
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In  the  second  place,  it  is  spiritual  religion 
alone,  in  which  the  human  mind  can  find  sen¬ 
sible  and  satisfying  enjoyment.  True  religious 
enjoyment  consists  in  a  heartfelt  complacency 
in  God  and  divine  things.  There  is  indeed  a 
feeling  of  quietude  arising  from  the  regular  dis¬ 
charge  of  moral  duties,  and  the  routine  of  re¬ 
ligious  observances,  which  is  not  spiritual  joy 
or  peace;  but  the  fruit  of  predominant  self- 
righteousness  and  fatal  delusion.  It  implies  a 
great,  abiding  spiritual  apathy  and  thoughtless¬ 
ness;  for  if  sensibility  were  awake,  and  thought 
intelligently  exercised  on  the  person’s  habitual 
course  of  life,  a  general  worldliness  of  spirit 
would  be  seen  to  pollute  and  vitiate  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  religion;  and  then  these  services  in¬ 
stead  of  yielding  hope  and  comfort,  would  con¬ 
spire  with  other  things  to  work  fear  and  doubt 
and  misery,  in  the  heart.  There  is,  however, 
a  hope  of  heaven  different  from  that  of  the  self- 
righteous,  which  springs  from  reflection  on  the 
general  tenor  of  our  conduct,  regarded  as  an 
evidence  of  our  spiritual  character  and  state. 
This  probably  is  the  hope  of  the  mass  of  pro¬ 
fessed  Christians.  We  speak  not  against  it . 
except  by  lamenting,  that  it  should  be  made  so 
generally  the  measure  of  spiritual  enjoyment. 
What  is  the  amount  of  positive  happiness  that 
a  hope  of  this  kind  yields  ?  It  is  not  the  as¬ 
surance  of  hope — the  living,  refreshing,  soul- 
elevating,  hope  of  the  first  Christians.  It  does 
not  preclude  doubt,  but  only  despair.  It  leaves 
its  subjects  uncertain  of  their  state.  They  are 
not  sure  of  their  calling  and  election.  The 
Spirit  does  not  so  “  witness  with  their  spirits” 
but  that  they  remain  halting,  hesitating,  trem¬ 
bling,  in  respect  to  their  final  sentence;  or  if 
not  trembling,  wondering  that  they  do  not, 
amidst  their  want  of  satisfying  evidence.  Such 
is  the  general  feeling  of  professed  Christians,  | 
in  respect  to  their  character  and  prospects  for 
eternity — and  such,  or  worse  than  this,  must 
necessarily  be  the  feeling  of  all  who  do  not  j 
cultivate  and  exercise  a  spiritual  religion.  Noth¬ 
ing  but  a  sensible,  living,  joyous  intercourse 
with  God  and  Christ  and  the  things  of  the 
Spirit,  can  wholly  displace  anxiety  or  even 
torment  from  the  heart.  Without  this  there 
may  be  self-complacency,  there  may  be  delu¬ 
sion,  there  may  be  negative  hope  mingled  with 
fear;  but  a  soul-satisfying  evidence  of  present 
acceptableness  in  the  sight  of  God,  and  of  ulti¬ 
mate  admission  into  the  joys  of  His  kingdom, 
there  cannot  be,  without  the  pleasurable  con¬ 
sciousness  of  the  reality  and  excellency  of 
heavenly  things.  This  consciousness  is  a  wit¬ 
ness  that  cannot  be  resisted:  it  is  itself  the 
earnest  and  foretaste  of  eternal  life,  and  can 
no  more  co-exist  with  doubt,  than  the  conscious¬ 
ness  of  an  outward  world  can  co-exist  with 
hesitation  as  to  the  reality  of  such  a  world.  Let 
a  man  feel  habitual  love  to  God — let  him  feel 
the  peace  of  God  in  his  heart — let  him  feel  the 
Spirit  of  Christ  living  in  him — let  him  feel 
pleased  and  delighted  with  the  truths  and  pro¬ 
mises  of  the  gospel,  and  he  will  then  enjoy 
evidences  of  his  state,  which  will  displace  every 
doubt,  and  yield  him  “glory  begun  below.” 
If  therefore  our  readers  would  have  a  religion 
full  of  comforts  and  pleasures,  a  religion  which 
will  yield  them  solid  satisfaction,  let  them  fix 
their  minds,  not  on  that  customary  religion, 
which  rests  in  periodical  services  and  outward 
strictness,  but  on  a  religion  of  intimate,  sen¬ 
sible,  living  communion  and  intercourse  w'ith 
God.

PULPIT  DIFFICULTIES. 

“  \V  hether  we  consider  the  doctrines  of  re¬ 
ligion  or  its  documents,  the  examples  it  holds 
forth  to  our  imitation,  or  its  motives,  promises, 
and  threatenings,  we  see  on  every  hand  a  sub¬ 
ject  that  gives  scope  for  the  exertion  of  all  the 
highest  powers  of  rhetoric.”  “  But  where  is 
the  eloquence  that  will  give  such  an  ascendant 
over  a  multitude  as  to  persuade  them  for  the 
love  of  God  to  be  wise,  and  just,  and  good?”

In  estimating  the  comparative  difficulties  and 
advantages  attending  the  eloquence  of  the 
Senate,  the  Bar,  and  the  Desk,  whether  we 
consider  them  as  arising  from  the  character  of 
the  speakers,  or  that  of  their  hearers,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  their  discourses  or  the  object  to  be  at¬ 
tained,  I  think  it  will  appear  that  Pulpit  Oratory 
is  attended  with  the  most  obstacles  to  success. 
Whoever  takes  upon  him  publicly  to  enlighten 
and  persuade  his  fellow  men,  must  depend 
much  for  his  success  on  the  sympathy  he  can 
create  between  his  hearers  and  himself.  Among 
the  circumstances  that  tend  to  weaken  this  ne¬ 
cessary  sympathy, the  principal  are,  a  deficiency 
of  intellectual  powers  and  of  moral  character: 
there  is  little  hope  that  men  will  allow  them¬ 
selves  to  be  instructed  and  influenced  by  the 
arguments  or  persuasion  of  those,  whom  they 
imagine  to  be  their  inferiors  in  probity  or  talents. 
But  in  this  case  the  moral  qualities  are  of  vastly 
more  importance  than  the  intellectual ;  for 
sympathy  is  affected  a  thousand  times  more  by 
the  qualities  of  the  heart  than  of  the  head. 
Hence  it  has  always  been  a  topic  with  rheti»ri- 
cians  that  to  be  a  successful  speaker,  one  re¬ 
quisite  is  to  be  a  good  man. 

Undoubtedly  the  success  of  the  statesman 
and  the  advocate  is  greatly  facilitated  by  the 
good  opinion  which  his  hearers  have  of  his  in¬ 
tegrity  of  moral  principle,  the  amiable  and  con¬ 
ciliating  conduct  of  ills  private  life,  and,  of 
course,  the  purity  of  his  intention  in  address¬ 
ing  them.  But  the  world  are  not  very  rigid 
censors  of  public  characters; — if  they  maintain 
a  decent  external  deportment,  and  avoid  those 
vices  which  the  world  call  mean  or  infamous, 
little  inquiry  is  made  with  what  respect  they 
treat  the  other  requirements  of  the  decalogue 
in  private.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  rigorously  re¬ 


quired  that  they,  whose  duty  obliges  them  to 
assume  an  authoritative  censorship  over  the 
lives  and  conduct  of  their  people,  should  be 
j  blameless  in  their  own.  No  indulgence  is  shown 
'  them. — While  their  character,  as  ambas3.T.lors 
of  God,  requires  them  to  deliver  with  firmness 
the  whole  will  of  their  Sovereign,  and  denounce 
his  indignation  on  offenders,  they  must  beware 
they  do  not  destroy  our  credence  in  the  mis¬ 
sion,  by  their  own  offences.  W’hilc  they  im¬ 
pose,  with  authority,  systeias  of  faith  and  doc¬ 
trine  on  our  minds, — if  they  would  have  us  be¬ 
lieve  they  speak  the  words  of  truth  and  not  their 
own,  they  must  be  careful  in  the  manner  of  im¬ 
posing  them,  to  be  gentle  to  all  men,  apt  to 
teach,  patient,  in  meekness  instructing  those 
that  oppose  themselves.”  In  short,  if  they 
would  preserve  that  sympathy  between  pastor 
and  people,  without  which  they  cannot  hope  j 
“to  persuade  men,”  they  must  be  careful  notj 
only  “  to  keep  a  conscience  void  of  offence,” 
.hut  cautiously  avoid  “  even  the  appearance  of 
evil.” 

I  As  far,  then,  as  success  depends  on  the 
character  of  the  speaker,  the  Preacher’s  task  is 
much  the  most  difficult. 

j  W'ith  regard,  also,  to  the  audience  addressed 
I  by  each,  the  Senate  and  Bar  have  a  great  ad- 
i  vantage  over  the  Desk.  The  Senator,  or  speaker 
jin  any  deliberative  assembly,  addresses  men  of 
his  own  rank  and  standing  in  life,  of  similar 
education  and  manner  of  thinking,  with  minds 
sufficiently  enlightened  to  comprehend  any  style 
of  addresser  mode  of  illustration  he  may  chouse 
to  employ,  and  generally  liable  to  be  influenced 
by  the  same  common  motives  of  action.  The  j 
Pleader,  when  addressing  the  bench,  possesses 
these  advantages  in  a  still  greater  degree; 
though  indeed,  they  are  considerably  diminished 
when  he  atldresses  a  jury.  On  the  contrary,  the  j 
Preacher  has,  of  all  audiences  the  most  promis¬ 
cuous: — men  of  all  professions  and  employ- 
j  meiits,  of  all  ranks,  conditions,  ages, — women, 
jchiliiren,  masters  and  servants, — the  learned, 
refined  and  candid — the  ignorant,  gross  and  pre- 
j  judiced.  It  certainly  requires  the  most  con- 
I  summate  skill  to  adapt  a  discourse  to  such  an 
audience: — where  the  speaker  must  adjust  his 
style,  sentiments  and  language  to  the  capacities 
of  the  lowest  class,  without  wearying  and  dis¬ 
gusting  the  enlightened, — must  study  simplicity 
without  grossness,  and  delicacy  without  refine¬ 
ment,  that  he  may  engage  the  attention  of  the 
learned  without  escaping  the  comprehe.ision  of 
the  uninformed. 

With  regard  to  the  subject  of  th«ir  discourses, 
it  has  been  said  that  the  Preacher  has  the  ad-  j 
vantage  in  its  interest  and  importance;— ws  it 
teaches  the  origin  of  man,  his  primitive  dignity, 
the  source  of  his  degeneracy,  the  means  of  his 
recovery,  the  eternal  happiness  that  awaits  the 
good,  and  the  future  misery  that  awaits  the  im¬ 
penitent.  And  were  it  the  fact  that  the  atten¬ 
tion  and  affections  of  men  were  really  interested 
in  these  topics  according  to  their  importance 
and  sublimity,  it  must  be  granteil  that  the 
Preacher  would  have  a  great  advantage  over  all 
other  public  speakers  in  the  nature  of  his  sub¬ 
ject; — but  this  cannot  be,  while  we  know  that 
nine  men  out  of  ten  take  more  interest  in  a  legis¬ 
lative  debate,  the  pleadings  of  the  courts,  or 
even  the  contemptible  slangwhanging  of  a  cau¬ 
cus-mountebank.  ' 

The  last  ground  of  comparison  of  the  three 
species  of  eloquence  is, — the  end  to  be  attained 
by  each, — the  effect  to  be  produced. 

And  here  the  Preacher’s  task  is  infinitely  the 
most  difficult; — his  object  is  the  reformation  of 
mankind — it  is  to  persuade  men  “that  denying 
ungodliness  and  worldly  lusts,  they  should  live 
soberly,  righteously  and  godly  in  this  present' 
world.”  Cicero,  by  the  overwhelming  power 
of  his  eloquence,  may  have  forced  from  Caesar 
the  acquittal  of  the  criminal  he  had  previously 
determined  to  condemn;  Chatham  have  wrought 
to  his  purpose  the  lingering  assent  of  even  a 
predetermined  opposition;  but  which  of  them 
could  have  persuaded  those  whom  they  ad¬ 
dressed  to  turn  from  pride  and  cruelty  and 
ambition,  from  avarice,  intemperance  and  all 
unrighteousness, — and  become  meek,  and  hum¬ 
ble,  and  merciful,  and  charitable,  and  tempe- 
I  rate,  and  chaste,  and  holy?

IMPORTANCE  OF  REGARDI.NG  THE  CHARACTER 
OF  DIVINE  OPERATIONS  ON  THE  MIND. 

The  following  is  from  the  pen  of  Rev,  Robert 
Hull.,  England,  and  is  worthy  a  place  in  the 
heart  of  every  Christian.  It  ts  extracted  from 
a  tract  on  “  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,'^^ 
published  by  the  Baptist  General  Traxt  So¬ 
ciety,  j 

The  design  of  his  operation  is  in  one  view  in- 
I  variably  the  same — the  production  of  holiness; 
but  the  branches  of  which  that  consists,  and  i 
I  the  exercises  of  mind  which  are  rendered  sub- 1 
servient  to  it,  are  various,  and  he  who  is  intent 
on  walking  in  the  Spirit,  will  be  careful  to  fall 
in  with  that  train  of  thought,  and  cherish  that 
cast  of  reflection,  to  which  he  is  especially  in¬ 
vited.  For  want  of  more  docility  in  this  re¬ 
spect,  it  is  probable,  we  have  often  sustained 
loss.  Permit  us  here  to  suggest  two  or  three 
heads  of  inquiry.  You  have  sometimes  felt  a 
peculiar  seriousness  of  mind,  the  delusive  glare 
of  worldly  objects  has  faded  away,  or  become 
dim  before  your  eyes,  and  death  and  eternity 
appearing  at  the  door,  have  filled  the  whole  field 
of  vision.  Have  you  improved  such  seasons  for 
fixing  those  maxims,  and  establishing  those  prac¬ 
tical  conclusions,  which  may  proiluce  an  habi¬ 
tual  sobriety  of  mind,  when  things  appear  un¬ 
der  a  different  aspect?  You  have  sometimes 
found  instead  of  a  reluctance  to  pray,  a  pow¬ 
erful  impulse  to  that  exercise,  so  that  you  felt 
as  if  you  could  do  nothing  else.  Have  you  al¬ 
ways  complied  with  these  motions,  and  suffered 
nothing  but  the  claims  of  absolute  necessity  to 
divert  you  from  pouring  out  your  kearts  at  the 
throne  of  grace?  The  Spirit  is  taid  to  make  in¬ 


tercession  for  saints,  with  groanings  which  can¬ 
not  be  uttered;  when  you  have  felt  those  inef¬ 
fable  longings  after  God,  have  you  indulged 
tliem  to  the  utmost?  Have  you  spread  every 
sail,  launched  forth  into  the  deep  of  the  divine 
perfections  and  promises,  and  possessed  your¬ 
selves,  as  much  us  possible,  of  the  fulness  of 
God?  There  are  moments  when  the  conscience 
ot  a  good  man  is  more  tender,  has  a  nicer  and 
more  discriminating  touch  than  usual,  the  evil 
of  sin  in  general,  and  of  his  om  n  in  particular, 
appears  in  a  more  pure  and  piercing  light. 
Have  you  availed  yourselves  of  sii-'h  seasons  as 
these  for  searching  into  “  the  cliaiubers  of  im¬ 
agery,”  and  while  you  detected  greater  and 
greater  abominations,  been  at  pains  to  bring 
them  out, and  slay  them  before  the  Lord?  Have 
such  visitations  effected  something  towards  the 
mortification  of  sin?  Or  have  they  been  suffered 
to  expire  in  mere  ineffectual  resolutions?  The 
fruits  which  godly  sorrow  produced  in  the  Corin¬ 
thians  are  thus  beautifully  portrayed:  “  What 
carefulness  it  wrought  in  you.  yea.  what  clear¬ 
ing  of  yourselves,  yea,  what  indignation,  yea, 
what  fear,  yea,  what  vehement  desire,  yea,  what 
revenge!”  'Fhere  are  moments  in  theexperience 
of  a  good  man,  when  he  feels  a  more  than  ordi¬ 
nary  softness  of  mint);  the  frost  of  selfishness 
dissolves,  and  his  heart  flows  forth  in  love  to  | 
God  and  his  fellow  creatures.  How  careful 
should  we  be  to  cherish  such  a  frame  and  to  em¬ 
brace  the  opportunity  of  subduing  resentments, 
and  of  healing  those  scars  and  wounds  which  it 
is  scarcely  possible  to  avoid  in  passing  through 
this  unquiet  world. 

There  is  a  holy  skill  in  turning  the  several 
parts  of  Christian  experience  to  account,  analo¬ 
gous  to  what  the  votaries  of  the  world  display 
in  the  improvement  of  every  conjuncture  from 
which  it  is  possible  to  derive  emolument;  and 
though  the  end  they  propose  is  mean  and  con¬ 
temptible,  the  steadiness  with  which  they  pur¬ 
sue  it, and  their  dexterity  in  the  choice  of  means, 
deserve  imitation.  In  these  respects,  “  they 
are  wiser  in  their  generation  than  the  children 
of  light.”

ON  THE  BEST  MEANS  OF  DOING  GOOD  TO  SAILORS. 

The  evils  resulting  to  sailors,  from  their 
[  habits  of  intemperance  from  the  state  of  their 
I  boarding-houses,  and  their  liability  to  imposi¬ 
tion  and  oppression,  their  want  of  saving-banks, 
register-offices,  reading-rooms,  and  libraries, 
are  beginning  to  be  more  realized  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  and  every  body  begins  to  inquire, 
“what  must  be  done  for  the  poor  sailors  r” 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  there  are  great  diffi¬ 
culties  attending  this  subject  in  its  practical 
bearings.  The  grand  difficulty  of  all  is,  to  se¬ 
cure  the  good  will  and  countenance  of  sailors 
themselves,  and  of  the  bulk  of  shipmasters.  It 
is  somewhat  discouraging  to  our  natural  feel¬ 
ings,  to  establish  regular  boarding-houses,  re¬ 
gister  offices,  savings  banks,  and  the  like,  and 
have  the  body  of  sailors  treat  them  with  ne¬ 
glect.  To  be  sure,  we  ought  not  to  “  despise 
the  day  of  small  things.”  And  one  proof  that 
the  seamen’s  cause  w  ill  by  and  by  appear  great, 
is  in  this,  that  it  begins  small.  But  most  peo¬ 
ple  cannot  see  through  this  sort  of  calculation, 
and  therefore  they  feel  discouraged  at  these 
small  beginnings.  .  .  .  ' 

I  have  no  doubt  that  this  is  the  principal  diffi¬ 
culty,  the  backwardness  of  sea-faring  men.  I 
verily  believe  there  is  no  particular  lack  of 
sympathy  or  benevolence  on  the  part  of  the 
community.  It  seems  to  me  ^that  if  it  could 
be  made  to  appear  that  sailors  themselves  ac¬ 
tually  wanted  such  things,  and  were  waiting 
and  lunging  to  avail  themselves  of  their  pri¬ 
vileges,  and  if  the  body  of  respectable  ship¬ 
masters  were  taking  an  interest  in  them,  and 
urging  their  establishment,  and  pledging  their 
countenance  and  co-operation,  there  would  be 
no  want  of  means.  The  people  of  New- York 
and  its  vicinity  wouM  get  up  as  many  such 
things  as  were  needed.  They  would  build  a{ 
Marine  Asylum, or  Sailor’s  Home,  large  enough 
to  accommodate  a  thousand  seamen,  with  a 
separate  department  for  officers,  and  ample  ac¬ 
commodations  for  the  savings  bank,  register- 
office,  Magazine,  &c.  But  where  would  be 
the  use,  if  sailors  will  not  come  to  it?  If  they 
“all,  with  one  consent,”  prefer  the  misery  of 
a  dramshop,  and  choose  to  throw  away  their 
hard-earned  dollars,  or  have  them  stolen  when 
they  are  drunk  or  asleep  in  such  places,  where 
is  the  help  for  it?  In  this  free  couqtry,  sailors 
must  have  the  same  liberty  which  others  have, 
to  squander  their  earnings,  and  reduce  them¬ 
selves  to  want,  disease,  and  death,  if  they  like 
to  do  so. 

It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  very  little 
will  be  gained  by  any  efforts  to  do  good  among! 
seamen,  which  have  not  the  gospel  as  their 
basis.  Every  attempt  to  promote  the  happi¬ 
ness  of  other  portions  of  mankind  without  the 
gospel,  have  all  failed.  The  poor,  the  heathen, 
the  prisoners,  have  all  been  benefitted,  just  as 
far  as  the  influence  of  the  gospel  has  gone  hand 
in  hand  with  other  measures.  And  so  it  will 
be  among  seamen.  Without  the  direct  and  in¬ 
direct  influence  of  the  religion  taught  in  the 
Bible,  all  other  measures  will  continue  to  be 
frustrated,  by  the  ignorance,  the  jealousy,  the 
sottish  vice,  of  those  whose  welfare  is  sought  to 
be  promoted.  Tlie  gospel,  by  its  solemn  sane-  j 
tions,  and  its  benign  instructions,  can  render 
other  means  efficacious.

It  is  to  be  hoped  therefore,  that  the  gospel, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  various  other  institu¬ 
tions  on  the  other,  may  work' into  each  other  s 
hands,  as  fellow  helpers;  while  all  agree  in 
assigning  the  pre-eminence  of  value,  to  the 

sovereign  balm,”  which  came  <lown  from 
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FEMALE  INFLUENCE. 

The  following  striking  and  eloquent  remark* 
are  from  ‘‘  Suggestions  on  Education^  by  Ca¬ 
therine  E.  Beecher.” 

NVoman  has  been  but  little  aware  of  the  higb 
incitements  that  should  stimulate  to  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  her  noblest  powers.  The  worM  is  no 
longer  to  be  governed  bv  physical  force,  but  by 
the  influence  which  mhul  exerts  over  mind.  How* 
are  the  great  springs  of  action  in  the  political 
world  put  in  motion?  Often  by  the  secret  work¬ 
ings  of  a  single  mind,  that  in  retirement  plans* 
its  schemes,  and  comes  forth  to  execute  thsiu 
only  by  presenting  motives  of  prejudice,  p-as- 
sion,  self-interest  or  pride,  to  operate  on  other 
minds. 

iNo«;the  world  is  chiefly  governed  by  motives 
that  men  are  ashamed  to  own, — When  do  we 
find  mankind  acknowledging  that  their  efforts 
in  political  life  are  the  offspring  of  pride,  and 
the  desire  of  self-aggrandizement,  and  yet  whw 
hesitates  to  believe  that  this  is  true? 

But  there  is  a  class  of  motives  that  men  are 
not  only  willing  but  proud  to  own.  Man  does 
not  willingly  yield  to  force;  he  is  ashamed  to 
own  he  can  yield  to  fear;  he  will  not  acknow¬ 
ledge  his  motives  of  pride,  prejudice,  or  pas¬ 
sion.  But  none  are  unwilling  to  own  they  can 
be  governed  by  reason,  even  the  worst  will  boast 
ot  being  regulateil  by  conscience;  ami  where  is 
the  person  who  is  ashamed  to  own  the  influence 
of  the  kind  and  generous  emotions  of  the  heart. 
Here  then  is  the  only  lawful  field  for  the  ambi¬ 
tion  of  our  sex.  Woman  in  all  her  relations  is 
bound  to  ^’honour  and  obey’’-  those  on  whom 
islie  depends  for  protection  and  support;  nor 
does  the  truly  femin’te  mind  desire  to  exceed 
this  limitation  of  Heaven.  But  where  the  dic¬ 
tates  of  authority  may  never  control,  the  voice 
of  reason  and  ailectlon  may  ever  convince  and 
persuade;  and  while  others  are  govenieil  by 
motives  that  mankind  are  ashamed  to  own,  the 
dominion  (d*  woman  may  be  based  un  influence 
that  the  heart  is  proud  to  acknowledge. 

And  if  it  is  indeeil  the  truth,  that  reason  and 
conscience  guide  to  the  only  path  to  happiness, 
and  if  affection  will  gain  ahold  on  these  power¬ 
ful  principles  which  can  be  attained  no  other 
way,  what  high  and»holy  motives  are  presented 
to  woman  for  cultivating  her  noblest  powers. 
The  developement  of  the  reasoning  faculties,  the 
fascinations  of  a  purified  imagination,  the  charms 
of  a  cultivated  taste,  the  ({uick  perceptions  of 
an  active  niiml,  the  power  of  exhibiting  truth 
and  reason,  by  perspicuous  and  animated  con¬ 
versation  and  writing, all  these  cun  be  employed 
by  woman  as  much  as  by  man.  And  with  these 
attainable  facilities  for  gaining  influence,  wo¬ 
man  has  already  received  I'roin  the  hand  of  her 

Maker  thoftA  warm  affertinnu  and  quick.  Suserp- 
tlbiliti'ja,  whioU  can  most  euro  ly  gain  the  ompirst 

of  the  heart. 

Woman  has  never  waked  to  her  highest  des¬ 
tinies  and  holiest  hopes.  She  has  yet  to  learn 
the  purifying  and  blessed  influence  she  may 
gain  and  maintain  over  the  intellect  and  affec¬ 
tions  of  the  human  mind. — Though  she  may  not 
teach  from  the  portico,  nor  thunder  from  the 
forum,  in  her  secret  retirements  she  may  form 
and  send  forth  the  sages  that  shall  govern  and 
renovate  the  world.  Though  she  may  not  gird 
herself  for  bloody  conflict,  nor  sound  the  trum¬ 
pet  of  war,  she  may  enwrap  herself  in  the  pa¬ 
noply  of  Heaven,  and  send  the  thrill  of  bene¬ 
volence  through  a  thousand  youthful  hearts. 
Though  she  may  not  enter  the  lists  in  legal  col¬ 
lision,  nor  sharpen  her  intellect  amid  the  pas¬ 
sions  and  conflicts  of  men,  she  may  teach  the 
law  of  kindness,  and  hush  up  the  discords  and 
conflicts  of  life. — Though  she  may  not  be  cloth¬ 
ed  as  the  ambassador  of  Heaven,  nor  minister 
at  the  altar  of  God;  as  a  secret  angel  of  mercy 
she  may  teach  its  will,  and  cause  to  ascend  the 
humble  but  must  accepted  sacrifice.
